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Journalist 
Defends

In court, Iraqi says he acted 
to help restore country’s pride 

BAGHDAD I The Iraqijournalistwho threw his 
shoes at former President George W. Bush did 
not apologize as his trial began Thursday, and 
instead struck a defiant tone — telling the 
judges he wanted to hit back at the humilia- 
tion Iraq had suffered at U.S. hands. 

It was Muntadhar al-Zeidi’s first public 
appearance since he was arrested in mid- 
December for hurling shoes at Bush during 
a joint news conference with Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. The act turned 
the 30 -year- old reporter into a cult hero 
throughout much of the Middle East. 

“I wanted to restore the pride of the Iraqis 
in anyway possible, apart from using weap- 
ons,” al-Zeidi told the court. He also said he 
had been tortured with beatings and electric 
shocks during his interrogation — allegations 
the Iraqi government has denied. The trial 
was later adjourned until March 12. 

Dozens of supporters greeted al-Zeidi at 
the courthouse. As he walked into the court- 
room, his aunt handed him a scarf imprint- 
ed with an Iraqi flag, which he kissed. He 
wrapped the scarf around his neck and 
wore it proudly during his 30 -minute tes- 
timony. (AP)

Clergymen 
Tell Burris 
To Resign 

Senators spokesman 
urges public to resist 
a ‘rush to judgment’ 

CHICAGO I A group of black minis- 
ters who previously supported Illi- 
nois Sen. Roland Burris now plan 
to ask for his resignation, one of 
the ministers told 
The Associated 
Press Thursday. 
Many of the city’s 
influential black 
pastors support- 
ed Burris because 
of his scandal- 
free reputation 
— even though he was appointed 
by then-Gov. Rod Blagojevich after 
the governor was arrested. 

But, prompted by revelations 
that Burris attempted to raise 
money for Blagojevich while seek- 
ing the Senate job vacated by Presi- 
dent Obama, some of those pastors 
will ask Burris to resign, accord- 
ing to the minister, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because a 
meeting with Burris had not yet 
been scheduled. 

Burris spokesman Jim O’Connor 
would not say whether the senator 
would meet with the ministers, 
and referred to Burris’ previous 
pleas that fellow politicians and 
constituents alike “stop the rush

ending for the Dow since Oct. 9, 
2002, when the last bear market 
bottomed out. 

The move below that level 
dashed hopes that the doldrums of 
November would mark the ending 
point of a long slump in the mar- 
ket, which is now nearly halfway 
below the peak levels reached in 
October 2007. 

The market’s inability to rally

Earth Is a Concern 


Satellite eollision may 
have added 1,000 new 
pieces of space junk 

S C I E N C E I Think of it as a galactic 
garbage dump. 

With a recent satellite collision 
still fresh on people’s minds, par- 
ticipants at a meeting in the Aus- 
trian capital ofVienna this week are 
discussing ways to deal with space 
debris — junk that is clogging up 
the orbit around the Earth. 

Some suggest a cosmic cleanup 
is the way to go. Others say time, 
energy and funds are better spent 
on minimizing the likelihood of 
future crashes by improving infor- 
mation sharing. Some even argue 
a cleanup is impossible. 

The informal discussions on 
the sidelines of a meeting of the 
United Nations Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Outer Space arose 
from concern about the collision of 
a derelict Russian spacecraft and 
a working U.S. Iridium commer- 


cial satellite. 

The Feb. 10 incident generated 
space junk that could circle the 
Earth and threaten other satellites 
for the next 10,000 years and added

Nicholas L. 
Johnson, NASA’s

He estimated that included in 
the 19,000 objects are about a thou- 
sand objects larger than 4 inches 
that were created by last week’s sat- 
ellite collision. He predicted that if 
more junk accumulates, the likeli- 
hood of similar collisions — current- 
ly very rare — will increase by the

Obama Treads Lightly in Canada 


U.S. president doesn’t 
diseuss Afghanistan 
war, NAFTA ehanges 

OTTAWA I President Obama Stepped 
cautiously in his first foreign trip 
Thursday, refraining from ask- 
ing Canada to rethink its plans to 
withdraw troops from Afghanistan 
and saying changes to the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
can wait. 

In a news conference with Cana- 
dian Prime Minister Stephen Harp- 
er, Obama acknowledged that he 
has said NAFTA does too little to 
protect U.S. workers and the envi- 
ronment. Canada, the United State’s 
largest trading partner, is leery of 
changes to the deal. 

Robust trade helps both nations.

Obama said. Noting that NAFTA 
has side agreements on labor and 
the environment, he added: “If 
those side agreements mean any- 
thing, then they might as well be 
incorporated into the main body 
of the agreements so that they can 
be effectively enforced.” 

He said he hopes there eventu- 
ally will be a way to do so “that is 
not disruptive to the extraordinari- 
ly important trade relationships” 
between the two nations. 

In Afghanistan, Canada plans to 
pull its 2,500 combat troops from 
the volatile south in 2011. Obama 
is dispatching 17,000 more U.S. 
troops to the war zone. 

Obama said Thursday he did not 
press Harper to reconsider. He said 
he praised Canada for its sacrifices.

3 Acquitted in Politkovskaya Case 


Jury dedares suspects 
not guilty in ’06 killing 
of Russian journalist 

MOSCOW I A jury in Moscow voted 
unanimously Thursday to acquit 
three men in the killing of journal- 
ist Anna Politkovskaya, dimming 
hopes for justice in a case that has 
mocked Russia’s claims to be a mod- 
ern democratic nation. 

The 2006 slaying of the investi- 
gative reporter sent a grim signal to 
other dissenters in Russia, proving

that even prominent Kremlin crit- 
ics could be killed. 

And it provoked international 
outrage, raising 
suspicions that 
her death was 
ordered by top 
public officials. 

A jury acquit- 
ted two Chechen 
brothers and an 
ex-cop. All three 
were suspected of playing minor 
roles in the killing. A suspected 
triggerman, a third brother, has 


not been found. 

Politkovskaya was shot five times 
in the elevator of her Moscow apart- 
ment building on Oct. 7, 2006, after 
a trip to the supermarket. 

In her articles, Politkovskaya 
had attacked some of Russia’s most 
powerful political leaders. She was 
a ferocious critic of former president 
and current Prime Minister Vladi- 
mir Putin, on whose birthday the 
48-year-old journalist was slain. 

During the trial, Politkovskaya’s 
supporters said, prosecutors put 
together a feeble case — never both- 
ering to offer a formal theory of who 
might have paid for the suspected 
contract slaying, or why. (ap)

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton said Thursday that North 
Korea’s leadership situation is uncer- 
tain and the United States is wor- 
ried the Stalinist 
country may soon 
face a succession 
crisis to replace 
ailing dictator 
Kim Jong II. 

Clinton said 
the Obama 
administration 
is deeply concerned that a potential 
change in Pyongyang’s ruling struc- 
ture could raise already heightened 
tensions between North Korea and 
its neighbors as potential successors 
to Kim jockey for power. 

Her comments, made to report- 
ers during a flight to South Korea 
from Indonesia, were a rare, if not 
unprecedented, public acknowledg- 
ment from a senior U.S. official that 
North Korea maybe preparing for a 
leadership change after reports that 
Kim had a stroke last year. 

Clinton said South Korea is par- 
ticularly worried “about what’s up in 
North Korea, what the succession 
could be, what it means for them.”

Anti-Arab Israeli Backs Former PM 


Key politician’s support 
means Netanyahu-led 
government is likely 

JERUSALEMI Benjamin Netanyahu 
won the endorsement Thursday of 
an anti-Arab politician who emerged 
from Israel’s election as a kingmaker, 
virtually ensuring that the hawkish, 
U.S.-educated politician will again 
become prime minister. 

While announcing support for 
Netanyahu, Yisrael Beiteinu leader 
Avigdor Lieberman said he preferred 
a national unity government over a 
narrow coalition of right-wingers. 


The big question is whether 
Netanyahu will be able to build the 
broad coalition he will likely need 
to stay in power and avoid clashing 
with the Obama administration 
and much of the world. 

With his top rival, centrist For- 
eign Minister Tzipi Livni, signaling 
that she would enter the opposition, 
Netanyahu’s prospects for such a 
coalition do not look good. He will 
probably have little choice but to 
forge a coalition with nationalist 
and religious parties opposed to 
peacemaking with the Palestinians 
and Israel’s other Arab neighbors.

Smoking Ban Is Approved 


Va. Assembly OKs bill 
to restrict lighting up 
in bars, restaurants 

RICHMOND I The Virginia General 
Assembly gave its final approval 
Thursday to legislation that bans 
smoking in most of the state’s bars 
and restaurants, representing a 
critical victory for Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine, Democrat, and a significant 
political and cultural shift for a state 
whose history has been intertwined 
with tobacco for centuries. 

Just hours after the Virginia Sen- 
ate approved the measure Thursday 
morning, the House voted it through 


60-39 without debate. 

Virginia has repeatedly resisted 
efforts to curtail smoking in pub- 
lic places, even as health concerns 
over secondhand 
smoke prompted 
23 other states 
and the District 
to start enacting 
prohibitions. 

The Repub- 
lican-controlled 
House has been a 
choke point for years because of the 
strong influence of rural lawmak- 
ers who consider tobacco a critical 
ingredient in the state’s economy, 
and because of their resistance to 


imposing limits on personal free- 
dom. In Virginia, where one in every 
five adults is a smoker, government 
restrictions on smoking in private 
establishments have been limited 
to day-care centers, certain large 
retail stores, doctors’ offices and 
hospitals. 

The ban covers most restaurants 
and bars, but permits smoking in 
private clubs and in establishments 
that construct separately ventilated 
enclosed smoking rooms for patrons. 
Neither the anti- smoking move- 
ment nor the tobacco industry was 
thrilled with the compromise plan. 
The ban will go into effect Dec. 1.

Catoe recommends 
bus, rail reductions 
to close budget deficit 

Metro General Manager John 
B. Catoe Jr. on Thursday recom- 
mended a preliminary package of 
bus and train service reductions to 
help close the agency’s budget defi- 
cit, even as managers outlined how 
they had found more revenue and 
expense cuts to shrink the gap from 
$73 million to about $29 million. 

The $29 million figure does not 
include any service cuts outlined 
Thursday. Those cuts total about 
$21 million. The board will hold a 
special budget session in early March 
to decide what, if any service cuts, 
will be set for public hearings. 

The service proposals include 
eliminating overlapping bus service 
on 36 routes regionwide where most 


riders have alternate service; wid- 
ening the gap between bus arrivals 
on about four dozen routes; widen- 
ing the gap between train arrivals 
on the fringes of rush hour, week- 


nights, midday and Saturdays; and 
closing some low-use entrances 
at six stations on weekends and 
at five stations on weeknights.

U.S. Puts Pressure on Swiss Bank

Government claims 
Americans are hiding 
their assets in UBS 

WAS H I N GTO N I A government lawsuit 
Thursday seeks the identities of tens 
of thousands of possible U.S. tax 
cheats who allegedly hid billions of 
dollars in assets at the Swiss-based 
bank UBS AG. A defiant Swiss 
president pledged to maintain his 
country’s bank secrecy laws. 

In the suit filed in Miami, the 


Obama administration wants 
UBS to turn over information on 
as many as 52,000 U.S. custom- 


ers who concealed their accounts 
from the U.S. government in vio- 
lation of tax laws. 


“At a time when millions of 
Americans are losing their jobs, 
their homes and their health care, it 
is appalling that more than 50,000 
of the wealthiest among us have 
actively sought to evade their civil 
and legal duty to pay taxes,” the act- 
ing assistant attorney general, John 
DiCicco, said in a statement. 

A deal announced Wednesday 
provides access to 250 to 300 UBS 
customers who used Swiss bank 
secrecy laws to hide assets. To avoid 
prosecution, UBS agreed to pay 


$780 million. The bank’s chairman, 
Peter Kurer, said UBS accepted 
“full responsibility” for helping its 
U.S. clients conceal assets from the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

But that does not mean the bank 
is about to fork over information on 
thousands of accounts. 

On Wednesday, the government 
claimed in court papers there were 
close to 20,000 U.S. clients who hid 
assets through the UBS program. A 
day later, the number had climbed 
to 52,000. U.S. officials offered 
no immediate explanation for the 
revised estimate, but it was another 
sign they are increasing the pressure 
on the bank, devlin barrett (ap)

4 Drop in Defense 

Georgetown is known for its motion 
offense, yet it’s the defense that’s been 
the difference in winning and losing 
the past two years. Last year’s Hoyas 
gave up the fewest points of any team 
in the league and held opponents to 
the lowest shooting percentage. The team is a respectable 
5th this season in scoring defense (64 points per game, 
up from last year’s 58 point average) and 4th in field-goal 
percentage defense (.403 compared to .366). While small 
drop-offs, they make a big difference in a team that won 
seven games by less than 10 points a year ago. 


5 Killer Conference 

For any deficiency Georgetown may 
have, it’s also important to note that 
the Big East may be the toughest 
conference this year, and possible of 
all-time. As many as nine Big East 
teams have been ranked in the Top 
25 in one week — currently six are in the Associated 
Press’ ranking — and ESPN’s Bracketology currently 
projects eight league teams making the NCAA tour- 
nament (Georgetown is among the first four teams to 
miss the cut). Is it any wonder the Hoyas haven’t won 
more than two straight games in league play?

Why to Watch the Wizards 



With no playoff-seed fight on the horizon for the 
first time in five years, Washington must be con- 
tent with simply growing the players it has over 
the last 28 contests of the season, starting Friday 
in New Jersey Here are five reasons to keep an 

eye on this year’s lowly squad. ERIC BRANDNER 

3 Can “Tough Juice” stay 
healthy? The only way the 
season could get uglier is if 
one of the remaining Big Three 
had an extended stay in the infir- 
mary. While Antawn Jamison has 
been relatively durable, Caron 
Butler hasn’t played more than 
63 games in a season since the 
2005-06 campaign. 


NO DEAL 

As expected, the Wizards decid- 
ed to stand patatthetrading 
deadline. ESPN reported rumors 
thatthe Cleveland Cavaliers 
were interested in acquiring 
either Caron Butler of Antawn 
Jamison, who have both been 
All-Stars in previous years. 


( Watch Javaris Critten- 
don. The three-team trade 
that brought Crittendon to 
Washington has been most nota- 
ble so far for the addition of Mike 
James, who gave the Wizards 
(12-42) a scoring point guard in the 
starting lineup to replace injured 
Gilbert Arenas. But the key long- 
term piece was the 6-foot-5 Crit- 
tendon, who was a one-and-done 
player in college and gives them 
both size and athleticism at the 
point. He may not be a big num- 
bers guy for the team over the last 
third of the season, but he will get 
a chance to build chemistry for 
the future. 


2 Will they “D” up? Interim 
coach Ed Tapscott harps 
on teaching opportunities. 
But one thing former head coach 
Eddie Jordan could never teach 
this Wizards team was defense. 
With nothing to play for — and the 
wrong personnel to play a Phoe- 
nix run-and-gun offense — there 
should be plenty of time to focus 
on hard-nosed D, especially for 
the younger role players who need 
to make a mark if they’re going to 
be part of the team’s future. No one 
expects them to evolve into a grit- 
ty, defense-first squad, but stop- 
ping other teams from shooting 
48 percent from the floor would be 
a good start. 


4 Friends to the end? Jam- 
ison questioned whether 
his teammates were play- 
ing scared after a particularly 
miserable loss to Denver the 
first week of February. Nights 
when they lose by 20 at home 
are going to spur responses like 
that, but the Wizards have had 
an affable locker room the last 
few years, even when times are 
tough. If discord were to seep in 
— which is unlikely — that would 
add another layer to the mess the 
Wizards have to dig themselves 
out of next season. 


5 Will JaVale McGee get a 
regular run? When Tap- 
scott took over, it was hard 
to figure out whether JaVale McGee 
was coming or going. The Wizards’ 
first-round pick averaged 8.9 points 
in November and 
ascended to start- 
er status, barely 
got off the bench 
during the holi- 
day season, and is 
now back to play- 
ing double -digit 
minutes and aver- 
aging 9.6 points over the last seven 
games. With a top draft pick looking 
likely, along with the possibility of 
reshuffling the roster, the Wizards 
need an idea of what McGee can give 
them down the road.

The Terrapins, though, lost to 
both teams in their first meet- 
ings: by 41 to Duke on Jan. 24 
and by 17 to North Carolina on 
Feb. 3. As recent as those losses 
seem, Williams said, they have lit- 
tle bearing on the outcome of the 
second meetings. “A lot depends 
on how a team has changed or how 
they’re playing,” he said. 

Since losing to North Carolina, 
Maryland (l6-9) has won two of three 
but is coming off a 29 -point loss to 
Clemson. “What happened?” Wil- 
liams asked after the game. “Noth- 
ing’s happened. You negative guys 
back at Maryland, just understand 


that we’re a good basketball team.” 

Since beating Maryland, North 
Carolina (24-2, 10-2 in the ACC) has 
won four straight. Since the most 
lopsided win against Maryland in 
the series’ history, Duke (20-5, 7-4) 
has won only two of six games and 
fallen seven spots in the national 
rankings. Things are different now, 
and Williams hopes that plays to 
his team’s advantage. 

“You do know each other well,

THE INTERNATIONAL (R, 116 minutes) 
Clive Owen plays Interpol agent Lou 
Salinger, a gruff, obsessed loner who 
for years has been on the trail of a cor- 
rupt bank. Now he’s working with the 
Manhattan district attorney’s office, spe- 
cificallyacomely assistant D.A. named 
Ella Whitman, played in an unobjection- 
able if undistinguished performance by 
Naomi Watts. Directed by Tom Tykwer 
(“Run Lola Run’’) with soberforthright- 
ness,thefilm is in many waysathrowback 


to the monochrome urban thrillers of the 
1970s, with the added and topical twist of 
having a diabolical financial institution 
at its center. Garbled attimes, the movie 
still hums along with attractive, smooth 
efficiency. Thecompulsively watchable 
Owen makes foran ideal leading man of 
both action and angst. The film’s eye- 
popping set piece, a shoot-out at the 
Guggenheim Museum, is an extrava- 
gantly choreographed valentineto Phi- 
listines everywhere, (ah) 

SLUMDOG MILLIONAIRE (R, 121 minutes) 
The resourceful, unerringly ground- 
ed title character is Jamal Malik (Dev 
Patel), a lanky kid from the Mumbai 
slums whom we meet just after he wins 


lOmillion rupeeson India’s own version 
of the “Who Wants to Be a Millionaire’’ 
TV show. Accused of cheating, Jamal is 
taken into custody by the Mumbai police, 
and he proceedstotellthem hisstory,a 
tale of one boy’s decidedly unsentimental 
education by way of poverty, tribal strife, 
abandonment, exploitation, criminal 
gangs and star-crossed love, (ah) 
TAKEN (PG-13, 94 minutes) The story 
of an ex-CIA spook (Liam Neeson) who 
trains his deadly skills on the Albanian 
slavers who have kidnapped his daugh- 
ter, the film delivers action, car chases, 
gunfights and just enough queasy exploi- 
tation to make you feel bad about your- 
self afterward. Bryan Mills retired from 


his CIA job to be closer to his daughter, 
17-year-old Kim (Maggie Grace), who 
lives in California with her mother (Famke 
Janssen). Kim wants to spend thesum- 
mer in Europe despite the qualms of her 
dad, who sees danger around every cor- 
ner. Needless to say, Bryan is right: Kim 
is nabbed lessthanan hour after landing 
at Charles de Gaulle airport, and itfallsto 
herfatherto rescue her. (dk) 

THE WRESTLER (R, 109 minutes) As 
washed-up one-time ringmaster Randy 
“The Ram’’ Robinson, Mickey Rourke 
embodies the same tragedy of ego that 
afflicts his character. As good as Rourke 
is, his performanceconstantly begsthe 
question of whether the story would be 


worth telling without him. Marisa Tomei, 
as Cassidy the pole dancer, delivers a cou- 
rageous performance; both Randy and 
Cassidy exist in fairly shadowy worlds 
that thrive on youth, and both are aging 
out. But in the broader sense, Randy is 
another in a long line of American screen 
characters who are facing the inevitable 
and can’t ease their regrets. We feel for 
him. And we feel for us. Maybe that’s 
enough, (ja)

I’ve attended 
about 50 D.C. Unit- 
ed games over the 
years and have 
shirts and other 
team stuff. I’m afraid I’m not the fan 
D.C. wants anymore. It’s a shame; I 
spend money. 

That’s a problem with suburban 
locations — they’re great for the 
folks who live on that side of the 
city but problematic for those who 
live all the way on the other side. 
But that hasn’t stopped the Red- 


skins from selling out week after 
week. Fans will go to great lengths 
to see their teams. 

I’ve lived in the D.C. metro area for 
many years. I’m tired of Marion Bar- 
ry’s being above the law. He should 
go to jail as any other citizen would 
for tax evasion.
